ELEVENTH CROP REPORT 


Threshing has been seriously de 
layed by unfavorable weather dur 
ing the past fortnight. Snow and 
rain, followed by dull foggy days, 
made threshing impossible, and re- 
sulted in a slight lowering of 
grade in some districts. 

In south eastern Alberta, thresh- 
ing is almost completed. In the 
south west and central parts ot 
the Province, from 50 to 75 per 
cent of wheat is threshed, while in 
the northern area, and Peace River 
district, wheat threshing is from 35 
to 50 per cent completed, Thresh- 
ing percentages for oats and bar 
ley are about 10 per cent lowe! 
than those for wheat, tliroughout 
the Province. 

Yields have been equal to expec 
tations an provide assurance that 
the estimate of 120,000,000 bushels 
of wheat issue by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics, will be real 
ized. The yleld of coarse grains in 
the east central part of the Pro- 
vince is very low. In the south 
west, fair, and in the northern and 
Peace River District, very heavy. 
Many yields of 100 bushels per 
acre of oats are recorded. Potato 
and root crops wil! give excellent 
returns and the supply will be at 
least equal to domestic require- 
ments with possibility of some 
surplus. Sugar Beet harvesting op- 
erations were delayed by unfavor 
able weather, but are now pro 
gressing favorably with yield and 
quality above average. There is 
also 50 per cent increase in acre- 
ago over the previous year. 

Pasture is plentiful over the 
greater part of the Province, and 
Live Stock are in excellent condi- 
tion, There are indications that 
there will be a considerable move- 
ment of feeder cattle to those dis- 
tricts where feed is plentiful. 

Very little fall plowing has been 
accomplished to date. In the areas 
where threshing is most nearly 
completed, there is insufficient 
moisture for plowing, and where 
moisture js sufficient, threshing is 


demanding the attention of farm 

ers. With continuance of present! 

favorable weather, plowing will 

proceed rapidly in the near future.
